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PREFACE 

Paul  Elmer  More  knew  or  divined  from  his  own 
experience  almost  every  phase  of  Hfe  and  Hterature 
touched  on  in  his  writings.  Possessed  by  truth,  even 
when  least  possessing  it,  he  put  away  the  spectre  of 
orthodoxy  with  childish  things.  His  comedies  and 
tragedies  did  not  survive  his  youthful  taste.  The  future 
champion  of  classicism  appears  in  his  novel,  love 
letters,  and  early  poems,  as  a  sentimental  romanticist. 
With  middle  age  came  keener  self-criticism  of  style 
and  character,  a  poignant  sense  of  the  insubstantial 
magic  of  created  things,  and  a  yearning  for  more 
than  the  routine  piety,  naturalism,  and  scepticism 
through  which  until  then  he  had  successively  passed. 
Besides  his  mature  achievements  in  literary  criticism, 
philosophy,  and  religion,  he  produced  a  mass  of  articles, 
translations,  anthologies,  and  addresses.  In  about  sev- 
enty-three years  (1864-1937),  with  an  acute  wit  gen- 
erally tempered  by  an  amiable  disposition,  he  played 
several  parts:  instructing BrynMawr  undergraduates  in 
Sanskrit  and  classical  Hterature;  meditating  near  Shel- 
burne,  "as  a  hermit  after  a  mild  Epicurean  fashion"; 
editing  The  Independent,  The  New  Yor^  Evening 
Post,  and  The  Nation;  guiding  with  Irving  Babbitt 
the  course  of  humanism;  and  lecturing  on  philosophy 
and  the  classics  at  Princeton.  By  ceaseless  labor  and 
moral  and  mental  vigor  combined  with  a  fine  suscepti- 
bihty  to  beauty,  he  formed  a  body  of  critical  writing 
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unequalled  in  America  in  scope,  balance,  and  lucid 

charm.  His  motives  were  too  noble,  his  tone  too  serious, 

his  treatment  too  exacting,  to  gain  immediate  popular 

recognition.  Before  his  death,  however,  the  honorable 

place  he  had  already  won  prefigured  the  respect  time 

pays  a  spirit  that,  while  enjoying  the  passing  scene,  _ 

flies  its  own  way  to  the  common  mark,  by  Plato  called  ^ 

the  Idea  of  the  Good  and  by  others  a  name  more 

hallowed. 

The  publication  of  the  bibliography  of  such  an 
author  was  urgent.  Scholars  everywhere  will  be  grate- 
ful to  Mr.  Young  for  having  performed  the  arduous 
task.  Should  they  find  any  material  that,  in  the  present 
chaotic  state  of  the  world,  he  has  not  been  able  to 
discover,  they  are  requested  to  report  it  to  the  Librarian, 
Princeton  University,  as  an  aid  to  further  research,
